THE ITALIAN SITUATION. 

London, April 18, 1891. — A Rome 
dispatch says that the Italian Govern- 
ment in taking steps to ascertain the 
whereabouts of tho two murderers, Rovivi- 
noaud Villalli, alleged to have been con- 
nected with the robbery and killing of a 
railway paymaster in tho United States. 
The charge that tho Italian authorities have 
not done their duty in aiding to bring these 
men to justie.i has made a deep impression 
iti Rome, although it cannot be used by 
Signer Crispi against the Rudini adminis- 
tration ; the murderers having fled to Italy 
during Signer Crispi's premiership. Some of 
the Italian newspapers, notably, u semi- 
otlicial organ, claim that the American ul- 
leged grievances against Italy are foreign to 
tho subject, and should not be considered 
at this time. Such is not, however, the 
general view among the foreign residents in 
Italy, so far as it has received public 
utterance. The American controversy has 
led to a discussion of Italy's finan- 
cial condition. The Rudini ministry 
finds it impossible to keep its promise to 
make ends meet by economies, without 
further taxation. There is a normal deiicit 
of thirty-six millions of francs and this is 
increasing rapidly. The only choice is 
between additional taxes or a reduction of 
the army to a standard that would remove 
Italy from ellicient membership in the 
Triple Alliance. The probability is that 
taxes will be increased, as the country will 
bear new exactions with more equanimity, 
for the reason that its material condition 
shows great improvement. Italy is growing 
rich as a nation, notwithstanding the draw 
on its resources end disastrous investments 
both by the government and private indivi- 
duals. Much of this added wealth is due 
to the golden stream from America. 

SYMPATHY WITH CRIME AND CRIMINALS. 

A Rome correspondent says that a good 
deal of the nresent resentment in Italy 
against the United States, is due to the 
popular sympathy with crime and criminals. 
Among tho lower people of Southern Italy 
it is deemed to be a virtue to hide an 
assassin. They look with abhorrence upon 
a witness who gives information of crime, 
and even when innocent themselves they 
forget the victim in a fellow feeling for the 
murderer. Tragedy follows abuse and mis- 
fortune. 

VICTIMS OK MOROANATiO MARRIAGE. 

Among the German princesses who have 
boon clecoyfciHrt-Sotd-'-iitSo • .-.'..ge-witli IhV 
house of Romanoff, the latest victim is the 
Grand Duchess Cecelia Augusta, daughter 
of the late Leopold, Grand Duke of Baden 
wife of the Grand Duke .Michael, brother of 
tho late Czar This unfortunate lady 
changed both her name and her religion to 
please the Russian court and became known 
as Olga. She was a beautiful woman of a 
sweet and submissive disposition, and a fa- 
vodtc nt the Russian, and also at the Ger- 
man :ourt, where she occasionally visited. 
The disgrace of Iter son Michael, whom the 
Czar has repudiated from the Imperial fam- 
ily, owing to his marriage to the Countess 
Nuremberg, has driven the Princess 
to despair and suicide. This tra- 
gedy is the outcome of the famous 
system of morganatic marriages still pre- 
vailing among the royal houses of Europe, 
and nearly every one of which has been at- 
tended by misery for the wife and children 
of inferior rank.

any time. The Grand Duke's crime was in 
recognizing her as a wifo and elevating her 
to his rank. The story of this tragedy goes 
back for a number of years. The Countess 
herself is the daughter of the morganatic 
union of Duke Nicholas of Nassau, 
to a beautiful Russian lady named 
Pushkin of somewhat checkered matri- 
monial antecedents. Hud site been the off- 
spring of a fully recognized Prince by 
marriage, tho Czar w ould probably have 
been proud rather than ashamed of the con- 
nection. The family of Pushkin is of negro 
origin, being descended from a full blooded 
negro who was a groat favorite of Peter the 
Great. It appears, however, that tli is dis- 
covery was no obstacle to a morgimutic 
marriage with one of the ruling houses in 
Germany. Whether, it entered into the 
thoughts of the Czar in objecting to the 
Countess as a member of the Imperial 
family, is not known. While misery reigns 
in that branch of the house of Romanoff an- 
othcrGermanPrinoesswhom all had supposed 
to be living happily with her husband, the 
young Grand Duke Constantino, is a 
fugitive in Switzerland after a sensational 
flight from Russia, which has already been 
mentioned in these despatches. The 
Princess lias with her, her two little boys, 
aged four and three years She was deter- 
mined not to submit to the prcssuro put 
upon her to join the Russian faith, and she 
notified her father, Prince Maurice, of Saxe 
Altcnburg, who is a general in the Imperial 
army. He cordially approved her deter- 
mination, as did also her aged uncle, Prince 
Ernest, the reigning duke, who met her with 
her parents at Leipsie, after her 
midnight flight from Russia. The 
young wife declares her intention not 
to live again in Russia under existing cir- 
cumstances, and negotiations lire in progress 
between her relatives and her husband as to 
her future place of residence. The Grand 
Duke is said to be deeply attached to bis 
wife, and may conclude to live in Asia and 
join her there by incurring the wrath of the 
Czar.

Serious Riots at Ueuares Between 
Natives and Officials— Large 
Crowds on the Streets. 



Troops Guarding Banks and Public 
Buildings — Destruction of a 
Temple the Cause. 



Benares, April 17. — The excitement in 
this city originating in the demolition of 
tho temple increases every hour. All the 
shops are closed, and all the natives of the 
city and district have Bullcnly stopped 
work and are gathering in large crowds in 
and about tho principal thoroughfares. 
Serious riots have already occurred be- 
tween the natives and local authorities. 

British troops are guarding all tho banks 
and public buildings and are also occupying 
many points of advantage throughout the 
city and district. The eventual effect of 
the spirit of resentment existing among 
tho Hindoos is already felt far and wide 
in India and cannot ut present be esti- 
mated. 

A BRILLIANT VICTORY. 

CALCUTTA, April 18. — A despatch from 
Simla says that after a sharp encounter the 
British troops have defeated a large body of 
Miranzais. A feature of the fight was the 
brilliant advance of the British soldiers, in 
which they swept everything before them.

PROVINCIAL LEGISLATURE. 

Pint Session of the Sixth Parliament. 

SIXTIETH DAY. 

Saturday, April IS. 
Less than hair tho members were present 
when the llouso proceeded to business at 1C 
».m , with an almost, exhausted order paper 
boforo It 

WITHDRAWN. 

Mr. Croft, having obtained permission of 
the Speaker, withdrew his bill for the proven- 
tlou of tho employment of Chinese in tanneries, 
i.iyuon DILL. 

With Mr. Rogers in the chair, tho Houso™- 
turned to commit ee upon tho Liquor bill (No. 
I61i Hon. Mr. Robson. 

Discussion arose upon section •!, providing 
that saloons shall bo closed at 7 p.m. every 
Saturday, and sh ill remain closed until b a.m. 
ontho Monria* following. Tho hour of closing 
wan, upon motion of Mr. Turner, changed to 
II p m.. and the hour of re opening from 6 u.m. 
to 1 u.m. 

Hon. Mr Rous M thought that any man 
who would get up at one o'clock in the morn- 
ing to get a glass of whlskO) , would get it any- 
way, in spite o( law or in npi'o of tho devil. 

Tho premier ro ognlzed how tho provision 
that liquor might be sold by hotel and restaur- 
ant koepiTS on Sundays, with meals, might bo 
abused, but thougnt it wou d be well to give 
tho law a trial, an it was contained in tho bill 
No doubt, as had been done in Chilllwhack, 
somo saloon keepers would claim that a 
cracker and an onion wore to bo considered a 
, moal, and tho bars would bo kept rtpen on Sun- 
days where a free lunch was served. No doubt, 
too, tho bill would requiro alteration and 
strengthening ngaln, but it might bo tried in 
I its present form. 

Mr. Kitciiicn informed the Promlcr that ho 
could not get a glass of boor with an onion ai.d 
a oraclior at Chilllwhack now: that ordor of 
things came to an oud moro t han 18 raontlm 

* g HoN MR. Hobson disabused tho hon. rcpro- 
sontativo of Westminster di-trict, of the Im- 
pression, that ho had triod to got a glass of 
beer at Chilllwhack on Sunday, or had got. it. 
Ho was merely speaking of what others had 
done. , , , 

Hon. Mr. Davii-: ontiroly disapproved of the 
section, for which ho could not seo that any 
necessity existed. The country was not ready 
for such a measuro yet. 

Hon. Mr. RoBSON thought tho country was 
roady for legislation o'osing tho saloons on 
Sunilavs. The pr< ss of tho province, no matter 
what its complexion, had shown clearly that 
such a bill as t'se one before tho Houso was 
expected and wan desirable 

H'iN. Mr. Bravjen introduced an amendment 
providing that tho provisions f the bill should 
not apply to any municipalities. This was 
oppos <1 by both I ho Premier and tho Attorney- 
Gonoral, who held that any liquor law should 
bo gonnral, and all parts of I he provinoo should 
bo placed on tho smuo footing. 

Mil. GRANT did notapprovo of this bill in any 
resnect. If it w.is not wrong for men t drink 
on a week day, it was not wrong for them to 
drink on Sunday. Any laws respecting tho 
rights and privileges of men, as this one did, 
would fail in tho observance. 

Hon. M Bkavkn's amendment was lost, 
and an additional olauso wan inserted by tho 
At tornoy General providing that tho Act shall 
noteomo into forcu until Jan. 1. 18:12. 

The bill was reported completo with amend- 
ments. Uoport adopted, and bill read a third 
time. 

B. C. DYKING BILL. 

Tho Houso aealn went into committee, Mr. 
Cotton In tho chair, o i the above measure. It 
was provided i hat tho act shall not oomo int 
opomtloa until proclaimed by the Lieut.-' ■ ov- 
ornor In Council, notice of such proclamation 
being published in the 11. C. Gazette. 

The bill was reported complete with amend- 
ments, and » as finally passed. 

Hon. Mr. Davii-: presented a messngo from 
he Uout. -Governor, returning tho bill respect- 
ng the Univoisity of British Columbia. This 
bill was returned to committee, by them 
amended, and was again reported, and pn-scd. 

MB. Grant, rising to a question of privilege 
asked the Government, to bring tho Munieip -.1- 
itici bill back to tho Ho ise.a few amendments 
being imperatively necessary. This was agreed 
to. 

Tho New Westminster Enabling hill was 
finally passed. 

Tho House rose, to sit again at 8 p ra. and 
consider tho amendments ofFered by .Mr. Grant 
to tho Municipalities bill. 

EVENING SESSION. 

Tho nnuse met at 8 o'clock. 

Hon. 'Mr- DAVIE a-kod that the Standing 
Orders bo suspi mled in ordei to enable him to 
introduce an act to amend the Unofficial Ad- 
ministrators' Ac , to allow certain expenses to 
be sanctioned by th provincial auditor instead 
of by a judge of the Supremo Court as at pre- 
sent. 

Tho rules were susp nded, and tho bill was 
introduced and passed through its various 
stages. • 

On a message from tho Lieut.-Govcrnor the 
Houso went into commitieo on the Municipal 
Dill, Mr. McKenzie in the chair. 

On tho motion of Mu. Grant amendments 
wore passed through their various stages to 
provide f .r placing on the votors' list tho in- 
habitants of those dist rieto to cover which the 
city limits had been extended. 

An amendment was also i.asscd, on tho mo- 
tionof Hon. .Mu. Davik, to provide that the 
appointee-, to he position of police magistr to 
in Vancouver and New Westminster bo jus- 
tices of tho peace. 

The Municipal bill as amended was finally 
pascd. 

Hon. Mu. Davie said that ho desired to tres- 
pass on tho forbeuranco of tho House, as ho 
deemed it his duly, in justice to a gentleman who 
was nut here, to rend certain correspondence, 
with tho subject of which hou. members would 
be familiar. It would be remembered that he 
had denounced as a forgery certain telegrams 
allegeJ to have been addressed by him to Mr. 
Cunningham, and load at a public meeting in 
New Westminster in June last, on the subject 
of tho Mechanics' Lien law. The member fur 
Now West ninster ha i eclared that he (Mr. 
Davie) had telegraphed in May last to .Mr. 
Thomas Gun Ingham that ho (Mr. Davie) 
would support any act which might bo ini re- 
duced and was acceptable io the workingman. 

Mr. DAVIB lien- read u communication from 
Mr. Cunningham's commitieo supporting his 
(Mr. Davie'.-) position, and enclosing telegrams 
lrom Hon. Mr. Robson and himself. Ho also 
read a communication from Mr. F. Bourne, of 
tho News- Advertiser; Mr. Thomas L. Graham, 
at that t mo of tho Co umhiun; and from .Mr. 
D.S.Curtis, chairman of the meeting. Mr. 
QavIo continued that, in slating what he had 
done. Mr. Brown appeared to have been pos- 
sessed of a very poor recollection of what had 
happened. He brought, up this matter just to 
set Mr. Cunningham Btraight. 

Mr. Drown remarked that ho had supposed 
this manor had dropped. He had. on the occa- 
sion spokeno' , stated that Mr Cunningham had 
read a tomogram at New Westminster to tho 
ell'ect that the Attorney -General would support 
any lieu law which was acceptable to the 
working uon of British Co umbia. He said this, 
and any statement to tho contrary was a lie, 
Ho certainly did not examin the telegrams.

DEATH OF WALLACE LANG. 

Struck by » Ponderous l'llo and Fenrfully 
Crushed Whlls Working oi tho Seattle, 
Lake Shore and Eastern. 

The Soattlo Post-Intolligenoer contains the 
following account of tho accidental death of 
Wallnoe Lang :

One of tho long piles on the car became unbal- 
anced and or.o o id slid from the car to 
tho trestle, tho other oi,d bounded up 
and caughtLang with tremendous force fnlrly 
on tho chest, tnsi-ing him fully ten feet Into tho 
a ! r. Lang camo down head loromost, nd his 
head struck on tho iron rail of tho track, crush- 
ing tho skull over the loft eye. Either of tho 
two wounds would have proven fatal, and, a3 
it was. ho was killed instantly. 

Coroner Morton was notified, but, osrortnin- 
ing tho circumstances of the case, ho decided 
that the fatal occurrcnco was purely acciden- 
tal, and he therofo- o did not summon, a jury. 
The body was removed to the morgue, 

Lang was about 1)0 years of ago, and leaves a 
young wife and a little child. Mrs Lang is 
wild with grief, and because of her Buffering 
was not allowed to go to the niorguo to seo the 
dead body of her husband.

Tho kind 
of legislation asked for by the Corporation 
of that city ia moat mischievous, and ought 
not to be repented. 



A BAD PRECEDENT. 

We were not surprised to see that the 
Legislative Assembly was very reluctant to 
pass The Enabling Bill." It is fortunate 
that measures of that nature are not often 
brought before tho Legislature. Every one 
knows that it is not wise to encourage 
municipal bodies to spend the people's money 
without proper legal authority. The people 
cannot be too careful in providing that 
every check on representative and execu- 
tive bodies is kept in good working order, 
and, when occasion requires, properly and 
promptly applied. The bill entitled " An 
Act respecting the Corporation of New 
Westminster" should, if it had its proper de- 
signation, be called a bill to encourage 
Corporations to disregard the law, and to 
spend money without authority. This, the 
preamble of the bill itself shows with suf- 
ficient clearness. &Here it is : 

"Whereas the corporation of the city of 
New Westminster has expended large sums 
of money in providing for the construction, 
maintenance and operation by the said cor- 
poration, of wuter-works for the supply of 
water within the city and in the suburbs 
adjacent thereto, for public purposes, and 
to the inhabitants of the said city and sub- 
urhs; and of electric plant and machinery 
for .be supply of light and lighting the city 
and the suburbs adjacent thereto.and supply- 
ing light tothe inhabitants of thesaid city and 
suburbs; and of a steam ferry between the 
said city and the municipality of Surrey, 
and in providing suitable terry landings, 
pontoons and other things in the city and in 
the said other municipality for the proper 
operation of the said ferry; and the erection 
of a building for a public library and other 
purposes; and in other ways for the im- 
provement and advancement of tho said 
city; and for the purpose aforesaid has en- 
tered into contracts respecting the same: 

" And whereas doubts have arisen with 
reference to the powers of the said Cor- 
poration to make effectual provisions for 
the construction, maintenance and operation 
by the said Corporation of the said works, 
in the manner in which the Corporation de- 
sires and deems expedient in the public in- 
terest : 

" And whoreaa it is expedient to remove 
the said doubts, and to giant to the said 
Corporation adequate and full powers for 
the construction, maintenance and operation 
by the said Corporation of the said water- 
works, and electric plant and machinery, 
and steam-ferry and public library, etc." 

From this it is seen that the Corporation 
of New Westminster, having spent a large 
sum of money which it had no right to 
spend, applied to the Legislative Assembly 
for a law to save its members 
from the consequence of their illegal 
kc'l It il no excuse to say that 
the corporation expended the money tor 
useful purposes. It had no right to spend 
one tingle dollar for any purpose without 
due authority. If corporations are permitted 
to do what the New Westminster corpora- 
tion did, there is nothing to hinder their 
launching out into the most extravagant ex- 
penditure. When they know that all they 
have to do to get clear of the obligations 
they have incurred and the other conse- 
quences of their unauthorized nets is to go 
to the Legislature and get an Enabling Bill 
passed, the cheeks of the charters or of the 
Municipal laws are perfectly useless to pro- 
tect the ratepayers. It may be said that tho 
ratepayers or a majority of them approve 
of the Corporation's acts, and are willing to 
condone its olFences. This fact should have 
little weight with the Legislature. The 
duty of its members is to legislate not for 
any particular municipality but for nil the 
municipalities in the province. If one 
municipality can expend money irregularly 
and pet whitewash' d by the Assembly, 
another can do the same and the Legislature 
ean be made to approve the acts of those 
who violate the laws which it has itself 
mule. This is not a nice position for the 
Legislature to be placed in. If it condones 
the otl'etice of a Corporation it becomes a 
paltrier in its guilt. 

The rate-payers of all the other munici- 
palities arc interested in the Now West- 
minster case. It is their interest to keep 
tho Corporations strictly up to the mark in 
money matters. They must, for their own 
protection, insist upon their rights. If un- 
authorized expenditure by the New West- 
minster Corporation is winked at by the 
Legislative Assembly, their own Corpora- 
tion is fn el from a needful restraint. It 
is of the very greatest impor- 
tance that members of City Councils 
should he made to feel the weight 
of the responsibility of their acts. 
They must be made to realize that if they 
do wrong and act in defiance of law they 
must bear all the consequences of their 
wrong-doing. Hut when the legislature 

steps in and frees them from responsibility, 

one of the safeguards which the ratepayers 
depend upon is taken away. 

It may be that the majority of tho 
Assembly thbug'it that it would be punish- 
ing the Corporation of N'e»v Westminster 
too severely to refuse to pass i lie Enabling 
Bill, and lin y have in cll'ect rendered the 
paradoxical verdict " Not guilty, but don't 
do it again." And it. muy bo .that the ex- 
perience of tin: offending corporation has 
been so unpleasant that it will not repeat 
tlooffenoe. Hut we do trust that tho 
members of tho Legislature have in.uk- u 
resolution not to allow this New West- 



THE COMMON SENSE COURSE. 

The Legislative Assembly acted wisely in 
the matter of the Coal Mines Regulation 
Act. .Mr. Keith contended that Chinamen 
should be excluded from coal mines, he- 
cause their presence in them increased the 
dangers of mining. Mr. Forster, the other 
miners' representative, took precisely the 
same ground. When evidence in support of 
this position was asked for there was none, 
forthcoming. Men of sense and intelligence 
would bring themselves into contempt if 
they voted for a measure excluding China- 
men from coal mines before they were con- 
vinced by reliable testimony that it is not 
safe to allow men of that nature to work in 
such mines. Il would be generally conclud- 
ed that they were influenced by blind preju- 
dice, or that they voted to gain or to retain 
votes without giving the merits of tho case 
a moment's consideration. 

It is well known that there are many men 
in this province who would not, if they had 
their own way, permit Chinamen to ho 
employed in any capacity. This is not be- 
cause they believe Chinamen to be worse 
than white men, but because they live 
cheaply, work for low wages, and send a 
large proportion of their earnings to their 
relatives at home. 

Those who condemn the Chinese on these 
grounds have votes, and those votes will be 
pretty sure to ho polled against the candi- 
date for legislative honors, who shows any 
favor to Chinamen. It would not, however, 
do for the Legislative Assembly to enact 
laws discriminating against Chinamen 
because they have yellow complexions and 
live differently from some Europeans. 
Before they can mako laws, excluding 
Chinese from engaging in some particular 
industry, they must be able to show that 
their employment would be an injury to 
the public. The member, therefore, who 
introduced the bill to exclude Chinamen 
from coal mines, should have had in his 
possession evidence to prove that men of 
the Mongolian race are an element of 
danger in such mines. He should have 
been able to produce such an array of facts 
ti prove his contention, as would leave 
those who are opposed to excluding them 
without even a pretext for voting against 
his measure. But, as the discussion pro- 
ceeded, it was seen that very little labor 
had been expended in collecting evidence and 
that by far the greater part of that which 
had been collected, went to ptove that 
it is as safe to send Chinamen into a coal 
mine as it is to send white men. In tho 
face of this evidence, what was a member 
to do who wanted to give an intelligent ami 
an honest vote ? He certainly could not 
vote for the hill introduced by Mr. Keith, 
whose only objection to the Chins man as a 
coal-miner was that he is too stupid and 
too ignorant to do the work without endan- 
gering his own life and the lives of his 
fellow-miners. It was evident, as the dis- 
cussion went on, that Mr. Keith and the 
other supporters of the measure could not 
prove this, that, in fact, they did not seri- 
ously attempt to do it. The newspapers 
which favored the measure pursued the 
same course. They denounced tho China- 
man but did not even try to show that he 
is not fit to he trusted in a mine. We 
followed the discussion carefully, for we 
were most desirous to see what evidence 
there was to show that it is dangerous to 
allow Chinese to mine for coal. Uut notion 
was adduced that could be considered proof 
of Mr. Keith's contention. The editor of 
the Advertiser knows this. He heard the 
whole discussion, and yet he condemns the 
Government because its members and sup- 
porters did not vote for the measure which 
excluded the Chinese from coal mines 
because it was dangerous to have 
them there when there was not a tittle 
of evidence to prove that, as far as danger 
is concerned, they are not as well qualified 
to he coal miners as are the men of any 
other race. If Mr. Cotton had acted in- 
telligently in that matter and according to 
the evidence, instead of denouncing the 
Government for refusing to exclude the 
Chinamen from coal mines until it was 
proved that they were unlit to work in 
them, he would have voted with those who 
declined to come to a decision on insufficient 
evidence. Censuring the Government be- 
cause its members did what every man of 
common sense and common honesty ought 
to do, viz. : refuse to condemn without 
evidence, is not what the intelligent and the 
conscientious electors of Vancouver approve, 
The News-Advertiser's attempt at pro- 
phecy was a failure. The Coal Mines 
Regulation Act has not been repealed.

and bustle of business life ; tho air is pu.o, 
■clear and bracing ; and the capital of the 
jproviuee is within easy access. 

At present the Motchosin road runs 

through the properly, which is only a short 
•distince off the beauiiful drive to Gold- 
: stro m. It is contemplated to construct a 

tramway to connect with the Esquimalt and 

Nunaimo railway — ihe power being obtained 

from Laiigford Lake ; and also to operate a 

ferry service between the city and the bay 
during the summer mouths.
